A Different Kind.

night cools off and radiates "a considerable 
portion of its heat into space. AIT bodies,left 
to themselves, will gradually-become cool if 
previously heated... This is termed in natural 
philosophy, radiation,,and it may be easily 
demonstrated by experiment." Take an iron 
ball for instance, heat it to incandescence or 
until it becomes "red hot," and then suspend 
it by a wire. In. a little while it will part 
with all its heat, and feel quite cold to. the 
touch. Tho heat.has been thrown off, as-it 
were, or radiated, and not carried away by 
the surrounding air, f or precisely the same 
effect will be produced if this experiment ba 
perfected in a vacuum. Our earth is con- 
stantly radiating its heat, like the imaginary 
ball, in all directions, and at night becomes 
so, cpoL.that .the,, invisible vapor resting 
upon its surface is condensed 1nto"water 
and deposited as "dew." The temperature at 
which this takes place is called the" "dew 
point," as indicated by an accurate,and reli- 
able thermometer. But this point is by no 
means constant or invariable, since dew is de- 
posited only, when the air is saturated with 
vapor, and the amount of moisture required 
to saturate air of high temperature is much 
greater than for air cf low temperature. 


HS& THE "SWEATING" PITCHER. 


All bodies have not the same capacity for 


radiating heat, but some cool much more rap- 
idly than others. Hence, with the same ex- 
posure, some bodies will be covered densely 
with dew, while others will remain perfectly 
dry. Dark.objects have more dew deposited 
upon them than light ones, because they are 
better radiators, and, therefore, part with a 
larger amount of heat This fact may also 
be demonstrated by placing a" blacjf woolen 
cloth and a white linen or cotton one upon 
tho ground over night Gross, the leaves ol 
trees, wood, etc., radiate heat very freely; 
but polished metals, smooth stones and cotton 
cloth part with their heat more slowly, so 
that the former of these substances will be 
completely drenched with dew, while the lat- 
ter, in .the same situation, will be compara 
tively dry. 


The amount of dew formed on any night is 


greatly influenced by the condition of the at- 
mosphere. More dew is formed on clear even- 
tags than when the sky is obscured by clouds, 
because they act as a shield, and reflect back 
the heat radiated by the earth into space, be- 
sides furnishing that received by them dur- 
ing the day, which prevents the earth from 
cooling off enough to produce a large deposi 
of dera. But when the sky is free from clouds 
tho earth radiates a larger amount of heat 
as there is nothing to intercept that thrown 
off from its surface. This is the reason win 
we always have colder nights when no clouds 
obscure the sky. 


The formation of dew is prevented by a 


strong breeze, which removes the layers o. 
moisture resting upon the ground before the; 
have time to cool down to the "dew point.' 
A s%ht breeze, however, is favorable to thi 
production of dew, as it replaces the layer o 
air from which water has been deposited by 
another containing more moisture. No dew 
'may ever be expected when the sky is ob- 
scured by clouds, or when there Is a strong 
wind.

The moisture that appears upon the ontsidi 


of a pitcher when it contains very cold water 
is nothing but dew, and is produced by th 
same cause explained above. "This dampness 
frequently observed upon a cold pitcher 
even during the hottest weather in summer, 
is commonly referred to "by-sayine "the 
pitcher is sweating;" and in this simple illus- 
tration we are permitted to recognize before 
our eyes, on a small scale, the same interest- 
ing process of dew formation that takes place 
over the surface of the great earth. Dew" is 
alluded to in the writings of many ancient

A Moorish Cup of Tea. 
; 


When a party of guests enter tha house or 


the tent of a rich Moor one of the near rela- 
tives of the host is charged with the duty of 
making tea.' He squats in one corner, hav- 
ing on either, side of hiin a large server 'or: 
platter. Upon one of these servers is a num- 
ber of cups, and upon the other a sugar bowl, 
a box of tea, a pile-of fragrant menths 
leaves, a copper apparatus for heating wa-- 
ter and a tea urn. The teamaker sets tho 
water to boiling with a little fuel, and then 
pours the boiling water Into his- tea urn,, 
quickly adding to It some tea and some sugar, 
and allows the compound- to steep a few mo- 
ments. Then he pours out'u cup of the tea 
and tastes it, smacks his lips, sniffs the odor 
of ;th« liquid, and draw* odeep bTreath—all 
with ah air which says, "I am going to get 
this tea just right." '

The chances are that he does not find the 


compound to his taste at the first attempt, 
for he pours the tea in his cup back into tht 
tea urn, adds a little sugar or a little tea, and 
pours out another cup for a second test- This 
process go«s on, the teamaker tasting his tea 
and pouring It back again, until he gets it 
just to his mind. ' Then the guests are 'called, 
and if any one of them does not finish'his 
cup, he is expected to pour it back into the 
urn, for it is the" custom In Morocco to take 
three cups in succession, arid- the tea making 
has to be begun over again. -: The first of thi 
three cups offered is plain tea with sugar, 
and the two succeeding cups are perfumed 
with menthe or vervine. In preparing these 
successive kinds of tea, the cups go back tc 
the teamaker, and change hands at the next

NAVAL AFFAIRS. 


The Senate Committeo on Naval Affairs 


have after considerable discussion decided 
npon the course which will govern it dnr- 
ing this Congress in the.work of building 
up a navy This is in brief that a great line 
of battle-ships like England'* be construct- 
ed immediately. Senators Chandler and 
MoPherson, howerer, are not in accord 
with decision reached, and majority and 
minority reports will be submitted to the 
Senate. 
Senator Stanford is not wholly 


committed to the decision reached. 


The Naval Policy Board nppoiuted by 


Secretaty" Tracy made a recommendation 
for the building of ten first-class battle- 
ships of 10,000 tons each, eight of 8,000 
tons; twelve second-class, of 7,100 tons; 
three third-class, of 3,000 to 7,500 tons; 
fire third-class, of 6,000 tons; six harbor 
monitors, of 4.000 to 6,000 tons; one cruis- 
ing monitor, of 3,800 tobs; eleven rams, of 
2,000 to 3,500 tons; nine thin-armored 
cruisers, of-6,250 tons; four first-class pro- 
tected cruisers, of 7,500 tons; ten first-class 
potfcleil craters of 5,400 tons; twelve «ec- 
ond-claass protected cruisers,-of 3,000 to 
4,500 tons; six third-class protected cruis- 
ers, of 1,700 to 3.190 tons; ten gun vessels 
and dispatch boats, of 850 to 1,500 tons; 
siiteen torpedo cruisers of about 900 tons; 
three torpedo depot artificer ships, of 5,000 
tous; 101 torpedo boats, of 65 tons each—- 
making a total of 227 ships,'of 610,035 tons, 
at a co-,t of $349,515,000.

cludes $67,065,000 already expended, and 
authorizes an expenditure of $281,550,000. 


• When the committee proceeded to the con- 


sideration of the recommendation!theissue 
was raised whether it was adviiable nt this 
time to commence with the construction of 
the Immense line-of-bittle ships proposed. 
Including harbor-defense monitois, there 
are forty-four of those vessels and they 
would cost $202',480,000, while all the other 
Yessels together would cost only $147,025,- 
000. Mr. Chaudler and Mr. MoPherson 
urged that the United States should con- 
tinue its present policy of building fast 
cruisers and defer the building of hugeline- 
of-batlle ships until we hud n larger num- 
ber of cruisers or there was some exigency 
calling for tlitir construction. 
On this 


issae the committee divided, the majority 
agreeing with the policy of the board, and 
Mr. Hale was inetructed to report favorably 
the bill introduced by him a few days ago 
embodying the recommendations of Secre-

Bat the precipitation was 
not large in the lust-mentioned month.

In Decem- 
ber the great snow storm set in with in- 
tense vigor. In that month 9.54 inches 
fell. January witnessed a miniature del- 
uge. No lless than 24.36 inches dropped 
in that month. The greav storm then ta- 
pered ofijto 7.35inches inFebruary, 2.25in 
March, .73 of au inch in .April, .74 of an 
inch in May and .05 of an :icch in June, 
According to the calculation of Thomas 
Tennent tbe total rainfall in 1861-62 to the 
end of January was 38,02 inches. 
To date 


this season it amounts to 33.27 inches. 
These figures are for the region of San 
Francisco. There are no reliable data at 
hand of the effeotselsewhere. 
Sacramento 


was inundated on the llth of January, 
1862, bnt' its grade has since been raised 
above the line of extreme high water. In 
some regions not far from San Francisco 
tbe storm this year is now being measured 
b-< feet rather ihan inchas. Ia Sonoma 
they epsak of having had already four feet 
of raio. San Rafael, in consequence of. 
the proximity, probably, of Tamalpais, has 
had neaily RS ranch. They announce six 
feet already at Shasta. Eouldc-r Creek, in 
what may ba called the Bay region, is en- 
titled to the Pluvial Banner, Over ninety 
inches ere already recorded. 
vYhat comes 


after very wet years is also a part of the in- 
vestigation. Two dry seasons followed the 
phenomenally wet Winter of 1861-62. 
In 


the following season the total rainfall was 
only 13.62 inches. In the following sea- 
son the total rainfall was only 10.62 inches.

tion of the amounts of the various county 
aad Stale taxes show that between the 
months of October and February of each 
y«ar th>re is drawn from active circulation 
in California tha enormous sum of $20,- 
000,000. Five months is a moderate esti- 
mate to place upon the time that this 
money remains idle -in the hands of the 
various treasurers, for, though much of it 
is not paid in till the limit of the time of 
payment, a great part of the amount does 
not find its way out of the vaults until late 
in the year. It would seem that a reason- 
able object for legislative notion would be 
to seek a remedy for this evil, as there can 
be ao doabt about the unfavorable effects 
of taking from the channels of trade so 
large a sum of money. A feasible measure 
for securing some relief would be to sepa- 
rate the State and cormty taxes and make 
tho former delinquent some months earlier 
than tha Ip.tier. TUis would result bene- 
ficially in several ways. 
In the first place 


it would leave o-ver $10,000,000 in ciroula- 


• lion so much longer, and, in the second 


p!oc?, it would enable the public to appre- 
ciate tha causes of their high taxes and 
place the responsibility accordingly. As it 
is now, county officials are blamed for in- 
creased taxes, the cause of which lies en- 
tirely with the State, as is the case this 
jear, when over half the money paid into 
live county treasury belongs to the State.

The amendatory Act, upon which the np- 


plication is baaed, was passed under 'the 
belief that a proposed amendment to the 
Constitution authorizing such, an invest- 
ment had been legally adopted. Bat ow- 
ing to certain omissions of the legislature 
to make the necessary entries' upon the 
journals of the respective houses as re- 
quired by the Constitution, this Court in 
State ex rel. Stevenson vs. Tnfly, 19 Nov., 
01, decided that "the amendment wns 
ot constitutionally adopted," and that "the 
.atnie enacted for the purpose of exeunt- 
ig its provisions is unconstitutional." 
There is, therefore, no law upon which 
lis application is Based. An Act of the 
egislatnre which is not authorized by the 
tute Constitution, at the time of its pass- 
ge, is absolutely nnll and void. It is a 
misnomer to call such an Act a law. It 


as no binding authority, no vitality, no 
xitteiice. It is as if though it had -never 
Den enacted,, and is to be regarded as 
ever having been possessed of any .legal 
orce or effect.
